Madam,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  town  for  1968. 

The  mid-year  population  as  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  was  12,690. 

During  the  year  there  were  one  hundred  and  fifty  three  live  births, 
eighteen  of  which  were  illegitimate,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  12*1  per  1,000 
population,  lower  than  national  rate  of  16*9.  There  were  two  hundred  and 
seventeen  deaths  from  all  causes  giving  a  death  rate  of  17*1  per  1,000  population, 
higher  than  the  national  rate  of  11 '9o  There  were  no  deaths  in  infants  of 
under  one  year,  the  first  time  in  the  past  eleven  years.  The  greater  number  of 
deaths  occured  in  persons  over  sixty-five  years  of  age. 

On  the  infectious  diseases  side  one  hundred  and  twenty  five  cases  were 
notified,  one  Scarlet  Fever,  one  Whooping  Cough,  one  hundred  and  sixteen  Measles, 
three  Acute  Pneumojiia,  one  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  three  puerperal  pyrexia. 

In  addition  to  above,  there  were  eight  cases  of  Paratyphoid  notifi-ed  to  the 
Registrar-General  during  the  month  of  July^  all  attributed  to  being  an  outbreak 
in  Skegness  during  the  month  of  July,  the  history  of  the  outbreak  is  briefly  each 
case  gave  the  same  history  of  being  on  holiday  in  Skegness  during  the  week  ending 
22nd-29th  June.  The  first  case  was  brought  to  my  notice  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Sheffield,  as  a  result  of  this  notification  a  thorough  investigation 
of  the  source  of  origin  began  during  the  month  of  July  in  the  town,  causing  in  all 
one  hundred  and  ninety  three  samples  to  be  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboi'-atory,  Lineoln.  The  samples  included  blood,  urine,  faeces,  ice  cream, 
ice  cream  mix,  water,  hamburg,  ham,  cream,  cream  cheese,  cockles,  prawns,  shrimps 
meat  pies  and  sewer  swabs,  all  of  which  were  negative.  The  only  explanation 
that  can  be  offered  for  the  outbreak,  when  samples  proved  negative,  was  that 
since  the  common  food  eaten  by  all  eases  was  loose  ice  cream,  and  seeing  only 

eight  cases  occurred,  one  can  only  conclude  the  infection  was  transmitted  by  a 

contaminated  iee  cream  cornet,  by  a  temporary  carrier  handling  the  cornet  not 
being  clean  in  toilet  habits.  Had  the  iee  cream  mixture  been  infected,  more 

cases  would  have  been  notified,  and  this  could  have  had  a  serious  effect  on  the 

town  for  the  season.  To  prevent  a  similar  happening  the  lesson  learned  ’’Food 
Handlers”  must  be  scrupulously  clean  when  handling  food,  in  particular  loose 
ice  cream. 

There  were  twenty  Caravan  Sites  licensed  accommodating  three  thousand  Five 
Hundred  and  Thirty  Eight  vans,  these  sites  were  visited  regularly  and  forty  six 
contraventions  remedied,  the  number  of  holiday  chalets  was  sixty  seven. 


There  were  ninety  five  houses  erected  during  the  year,  twelve  by  the  local 
authority,  two  houses  were  demolished,  seven  houses  were  the  subject  of  a  closing 
order,  applications  were  received  and  granted  in  respect  of  six  standard  and 
six  discretionary  grants. 

Under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  Three  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Six  premises  were  licensed,  these  were  regularly  visited  and  sixty  six  defects 
remedied. 

The  V/ater  Supply  to  the  town  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  and 
there  were  no  bad  bacteriological  reports There  was  routine  sampling  of 
water  from  the  swimming  pools  and  paddling  pool,  also  ice  cream. 

Refuse  continued  to  be  collected  weekly,  in  winter,  parts  of  district 
twice  weekly  in  summer,  and  where  necessary  daily  during  the  summer.  The 
method  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping.

to  Louth  County  Hospital  and  Lincoln  County  Hospital,  paediatric  cases  are 
admitted  to  Boston  General. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

Patients  suffering  from  these  diseases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals  at  Boston,  Lincoln  and  Grimsby. 

X-Ray  Facilities. 

X-Ray  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Skegness  and  District  Hospital, 
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laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  services  are  provided  by  the  Lincoln  Branch  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service. 

Welfare  Services* 

Lftider  the  provision  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  19^8,  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Welfare  Authority  to  provide  accoimaodation  for  aged  and 
infirm  persons  who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  This  accommodation 
is  provided  by  the  Welfare  Authority  in  other  districts  of  the  County.  It  was  not 
necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  4?  of  this  Act  during  the  year. 

Convalescence. 

There  are  two  Convalescent  Hospitals  in  the  district,  one  Male  and  one  Female 
convalescence  to  these  is  arranged  through  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Nurseries. 

A  Voluntary  Day  Nursery  is  established  by  Councillor  Mrs  Barratt  providing 
accommodation  for  thirty  children  between  the  ages  of  six  months  to  five  years. 

It  is  open  from  May  to  September  and  affords  an  opportunity  to  ftothers  for 
seasonal  employment. 

Another  special  feature  of  this  Nursery,  accommodation  is  provided  daily  for 
children  from  8,0  a.m.  to  6  p.m, ,  during  the  year  whose  ftothers  are  temporarily 
ill,  or  have  to  go  to  hospital  for  confinement  or  other  illness.  This 
arrangement  enables  the  Father  to  follow  his  normal  employment.  A  fee  of  6s, Od 
a  day  is  charged. 

Ambulance  Service. 

There  is  one  Ambulance  Station  in  the  district,  this  service  is  administered 
by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Children's  Act,  1948. 

By  the  provision  of  this  Act,  certain  classes  of  children  come  under  the 
care  of  the  Children’s  Department  of  the  County  Council,  This  Department 
is  responsible  for  children  who  are  for  various  reasons  deprived  of  normal  care 
of  their  parents.
